GRAND LODGE, KNIGHTS OF 
PYTHIAS OP VIRGINIA. 



Washington, D. C, Aug. 28, 1915. 
•—The Supreme Court of the District 
of Columbia, Mr. Justice Siddons pre- 
siding, upon motion of counsel for 
the Grand Lodge, K. of P., of Vir- 
ginia, issued a rule against the Su- 
preme Lodge officials, who Were last 
week in session at Columbus, Ohio, 
[*f«h*tirtng> S. W. Preen, Supreme 
Chancellor, of "New' Orleans, La., E. 
E. Underwood, Supreme Keeper of 
Records, and Seal, Frankfort, Ky., S. 
A. T. Watkint, Supreme -Attorney, 
Chicago. 111., and R. R. Jackson, 
Major General, Chicago, 111., to 
pear before the Court, Friday, Octo- 
ber 8, to thow cause why they should 
not be Sued and Imprisoned for dis 
obeying an injunction ittued by tin 
Supreme Court, 

Supreme Chancellor S. W. Green 
and his associates refused to admit 
the Supreme Representatives of the 
Grand Lodge to the sessions of th 
Supreme Lodge at Columbus, Ohio, 
and alto declined to recognise them 
as member! of the Order in any way 
although the order of the Supreme 
Court had been served upon there 
and printed copies had been dittrib 
utcd to member! of - the Supreme 
Lodge. The Virtjinit delegation 
maiued in Columbus until Friday 
evening, August 21, 1915, after whic 
time they left for home. They first 
notified the Supreme Lodge through 
counsel that they would take thit 
course. Grand - Chancellor John 
Mitchell, Jr., and the Virginia Rep- 
resentatives t topped here last Sat- 
urday. 

On Saturday, the Supreme Lodge 
voted again to revoke the charter of 
Virginia after a stormy debatt, led 
by Supreme Representative William 
Harrison, of Oklahoma. The Grand 
Lodge, ol Virginia waa .not repre- 
sented at the time and rib notice had 
been giveq to its representatives tl 
to when the case would be. taken up. 
The' specific part , of the injunction 
which affects the contempt proceed- 
[i it a* followi: 

'Adjudged, ordered and decreed 
that the defendant* and each of them 
and their officer*, agenlt and attor- 
ney* and ail other* on their behalf, 
be and they are hereby restrained. 
during the pendency of thit *uit, or 
until the further order of the Court 
from declaring or treating the lodgci 
subordinate to the plaintiff in the 
Stale of Virginia and the member! 
attached lo the same at not entitled 
to the right! and privilege* of metn- 
bcrt ol the order . of the deftndattt 
corporation."

An appeal has come to us from a committee representing five 
liundred colored people of Texas City, Texas. After mentioning 
the recent devastating storm which swept across the Gulf States. 
:ind detailing their sad loss of homes and goods, the committee ad- 
vises that the Negro population was "forced to work on the streets 
live dav,- under United States soldiers and at the point' of guns" — 
virtually prisoners. They were forced to work— the Negroes alone, 
no whites— and without pay. Families wert separated,, women 
treated shamefully, the sick denied medical attention, and consti- 
tutional rights taken away— all because of color. *, 

That's Texas— the semi -barbarous State which fong since 
made itself a place in the same catagory with shameless, benighted 
Georgia - . 

The appeal is primarily io the American Negro press and 
church for aid— "money and drygoods." But it includes the state- 
ment that these oppressed and wronged American citizens are 
about toorganise a protective association and are going to the 
courts for justice. 

That is the part that we like and wish to emphasize. " That 
has been the burden of our cry through this columrTfortn* past 
vear. If only the Negroes would get together for mutual protec- 
tion — in local organizations affiliated with a great national organ- 
ization— Ihey could strike an irresistible blow against alt forms of 
oppression and" injustice. __, . ... 

The N. A. A. C. F: affords "a splendid foundation'. "It is 3ts 
signed fur just this, purpose. It needs only the support of the peo- 
ple. It has the machinery, the personnel and the influence, but it 
'has not the people. But it cannot be said to represent the race 
when thousands know nothing of it and millions are not connected 
with it. ►* 

We repeat what we have said before: Every Negro man and 
woman in America, young and old, should become at once an ac- 
tive member of this organization. If this were done, or even a ma- 
jority of us were connected with this association, here would be a 
weapon which would make the oppressor tremble, and even the 
government itself yield and guarantee us our full rights.

"The Birth of a Nation," the infamous photo-play which libels 
and humiliates our racfc, is here, How long it will continue to 
'shuw we cannut, at the present writing, say. We doubt that this 
jirejudice-Tidden .city can muster a strong enough sentiment to 
slop it. 

We are glad to copimend the efforts of Mayor Kiel and Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Sidener on our behalf. We are satisfied that 
each of these officials did what he could in the premises. A large 
delegation of representative Negroes waited" upon them last Sat- 
urday and presented to each in turn a vigorous protest, clearly set- 
ting forth the evils of this insidious film and pointing out the dan- 
gers of its showing. 

The Mayor convinced us of his Inability, tinder existing stat- 
utes, to do anything, but pledged his influence, which he immedi- 
ately exercised. Mr. Sidener promised to forbid the presentation 
under the threat of prosecution, and he immediately made good his 
promise. 

Meantime, the film representatives secured a temporary in 
junction, and the production had its opening Sunday evening as 
scheduled. The Chief of Police sent a rx>mn1ntec to witness the per- 
formance, both to ■ be on guard against any possible disturbance 
and to report to him upon the character of the objectionable scenes. 
The case was to have been heard before Judge Kirnmel Monday 
atternoon, but a continuance was asked until Wednesday.

Should the court decide against us and the injunction be made 
permanent, then what we have done should be considered only the 
beginning Our protests should be continuous, firm arid dignified 
Our aim must be to create a sentiment so strong that the white 
people can see the justice of our position. 

And further, should our protests and our agitation end in no 
immediate result and, no apparent good, we must be broad enough 
and far-sighted enough to work for the uplift and advancement of 
the entire race — and not only for this day and generation, but for 
our posterity.
